Tho educational system of this country is rapidly changing from the 


cumbrous curriculum fo simplioily and vocational training. Tho aptitudes

of the child are to bo considered and developed. Children could accomplish 
« great deal more than they do at present'if given an opportunity'to.'do 
tho things for which they are'best adapted. The teachers of the future 
must understand their pupils'and bo able'to direct them aright towards the 
vocation for which they are adapted.
